national council] revealed that 68 have separate Negro branches. Fully one-third 


these associations carry en their. 


work with very modest equipments 
mot comparable with other asso- 
elation facilities im the same ety,” 
the study showed. 


“Considerably less money is 
‘spent en program activities for 
;, the Negro branches than for the 
ether city associations, bat more 
was spent on genera] administre- 
tion. Salaries are lower for Negro 
tall, though educational qualifi- 
‘ations tend to be higher. Negro 
ranches are less well-staffed and 
rogram staffs are less diversi- 
fied. Negro non- professional work- 
ers receive lower rates of pay than 
white workers doing comparable 
work.”

| wrote that the solid South had split, that there was 
@ new white man in the ascendency and that the South, 
black and white, was behind Roosevelt. The recent prim- 
aries of Alabama have fully supported my statement. The 
defeat of Joe Simpson for 4 — and joe Starnes for Con- 
gress by a two to one vote was the defeat of the white 
supremacy boys ; 

The campaign in AlaLama was the most vicious cam- 
paign since the days the Ku Kiux Klan rode. A full page 
advertisement appeared in the Montgomery ‘Advertiser’ 
the Friday before elections in which Joe Simpson pledged 
that “if elected to the United States Senate, | will have laws 


passed and enforced that will guarantee the segregation of 
the Negroes This advertisement, incidentally, pointed out 
that the white supremacy gang had to have voices in Wash- 


ington to stop your humble servant who, according to them, 


was virtually elected to Congress. The attack was waged 
against Senator Lister Hill purely on the grounds that he 
hung out with “that New Deal crowd that believes in 
equality. 


These elections do not mean that jimcro is finished In 
the South but it does mean another blow has been struck. 
The march of the new southern white man began when 
Gene Talmadge was defeated in the Ceorgia Covernorship 
race. It is well to point out that the white supremacy boys 
are financed by the big shots. Joe Simpson was particularly 
well-healed. Large sums were at his disposal. Big money 
can no longer buy votes, North or South, black or -white. 
The big money has always opposed Roosevelt. The press of 
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‘this natien was 90 percent 1 him in the lost election. 
always come through the winner. 

It te an extremely healthy sign when Negro-hating 
politicians are defeated two to one in the South. Negroes 
cannot vote in the South In any appreciable number. The 


defeat of the white supremacy league was administered by 
white men. 


It is mecessary now for the new white man to ret only 
cement this victory but to enlist his black allies as rapidly 
as possible and see that the franchise is extended to them. 
The greatest step that could be taken in this direction would 
be for men like Alabama Senator Hill to boldly support the’ 
abolition of the Poll Tax.
